_ Then, Reader, let me per{wade thee to make a di- © 
vine Improvement of thofe fudden Deaths related in my 
laft Oracle 5 for tho’ thou art now in perfeét Health, thou 
art liable to the fame Surprize that others have under- 
went, and perhaps mayft be the next Inftance of fud- 
den Death: Or if thou fhouldft have fome fhort Warn: 
ing of thy Death, by Sicknefs, (which is very uncertain 
whether thou haft or not) yet remember, nothing can 
be added co the Surprize and Horror of thofe that on a 
Death-bed are found in perfeét Love and Union with the 
World. Let not fuch flatter themfelves with the Hopes 
of making any Change in adying Hour. All that looks 
like Repentance and a Change then, is but the Effeét of 
Self-elove, which has deluded ’em all their Life-time, and 
forfakes ’em not living or dying. To depend therefore 
upon ome littleWarnings of theirDeaths is prepofterous, 
there areWays of being deluded to the laft Moment. ’ Tis 
an uncommon Miracle that Death-bed-repenters muft de- 
pend on for their Salvation at laf; and who can affure 
"em they fhall then be more difpos’d te undeceive theme 
felves, than they were in the Time of their Health? 
The Mifchief of fudden Death is inevitable to alt but 
thofe that prepare for it. Such are the only Perfons can 
make any Benefit of a little Time before Death, tho’ their 
Salvation depends not on what they fhall then do; only 
they may do God the more Glory, and leave a better 
Memory behind ’em: Yet I have feen many good People 
die without any Warning, (you have many Inftances of 
it in my Narrative of fudden Deaths) and am perfwaded 
God difpos’d it fu in great Mercy, to {pare the WeakaelS 
either of them, or their Friends and Relations. 
There be alfo in thisNarrative many Inftances of wick-

Then what a Ha2ard dothey run, that venture Eter- 
nity upon their laft Breath ! And as no Man knows but 
he may die fuddenly, (doubtlefs Dr. Howe, being a 
healthful Man, as little expeéted it as any of us) whata 
woful Condition is be in, that lives in a known Sin! 
For the Judge of the Earth keepeth his petty Sefhions 5 
now letting che Law pafs upon fome few, referving the 
reft ’tillthe great Affizes, 1 Tim.5. 24. Some flagicious 
Perfons he punifheth here, left his Providence fhuuld be 
<all’d in Queftion. Very remarkable was God’s Hand 
upon Mrs. Hutchinfon, (that Fczabel of New- England) and 
her Family, all {natch’d fuddeniy away, fome ftabb‘d, 
aad others burnt by the /rdians, One of her Difciples 
falling into a Lye, God fmote him in the very Aét, that 
he funk down intoa deep Swoon; and being by hoc Wa- 
ters recover'd, and coming to himfelf, he faid, Ob God! 
thou might/t bave firuck me dead, ae Ananias and Saphira, 
for I have maintain’d 4 Lye. Lis true, Dr. Howe, 
and moft of thofe mention’d in my Narrative of judden 


Deaths, had a good Chareéter, and if they were fit for | 


Death, they bad a Happinefs in having fuch a quick 
Pafflage co Heaven: But, generally fpeaking, fudden 
Death is a Judgment; and therefore “tis Part of our 
Letany, From fudden Death, good Lord, deliver us. 
When the Man in the Golpel was saying up Goods for 
many Years, twas laid, Teou Fool! thw Night tky Soul 
foall be requir’d of shee. His Glafs was run, when he 
thought it to be new turn’ds he was fnatch’d away be- 
fore he was aware ; like as one that walking ina Field 


cover'd with Snow, falleth into a Pit fuddenly : And this | 
may be any Man’s Cafe. ’ {was lately Dr. Le/key’s, Dr. | 


Howe’s, Mr. Bailey’s, My. Lob’s, Mr. Weft’s, Mrs. Fuller’s;, 
(who were all well and dead the fame Moment) and who 
¢an warrant he fhan’t be furpriz’d in the fame Manner ? 
This made S°. Auflin fay, He would nos for the Gain of a 
World be an Asbetft for one Half Hours becaufe be knew not 
bus God might tn that Time call bim, ’Tis Said of the wick- 
ed, That 71 4 Moment they go down to the Grave. Their 
merry Dance endsin a fudden and miferable Downfall. 
Fhus that rich Man died and was burted, and in Hell be lift 
up bis Eyes, being in Torment. *TYis true, all wicked Per- 


fons don’t die a fudden Death, for fome (by their many | 


Excefles) die Piece-meal, by a complicated Difeafe, and 
a lingring Death: And for this Reafon, Dionyfius the 
Tyrant is faid to have envy'’d a Beaft, whofe Throat he 
faw cut, becaule he dy’d fufoon, Fulius Cafar (being not 
able to bear Pain) wifh’d that he might die- fuddenly : 
And Miny commendeth /udden Death, as the chief Felici- 
ty of Life. But certainly thefe Men are ina great Er- 
ror, for when we come todie, we fhould have nothing 
to do but fo die, but they generally have more to do, 
that are fhatch’d out of the World, 

Then let this Narrative of the fudden Death of 
ethers, put us prefently upon fetting our Hoafe in Or- 
der, for tho’ that’s a good Death to Nature, which is

My Opinion 
is, that this Return to the Queftion is no Anfwer at all, 
but a meer ShufHe. Suppoie this Expreffion, the Law 
of Grace, be not found in Scripture, muft it therefore 
have no Meaning? Or are thefe Gentlemen only con- 
cern’d to give the Meanings of Scripeural Exprefhons ? 
J am ready to prove, that there isnot only a daw of 
Grace, but that there are exprefs Paflages in Scriprure 
which can admit of no other tolerable Sen'e. What 
other Senfe will thefe Gentlemen puc upon the Paflage 
where the Nations are reprefented expecting, or waiting 
for the Law of the Meffiah? What Law was. that which 
God promis’d he wold pur in their Hearts wader the 
Kingdom of the Mefliah? Do thefe Authors imagine the 
Law of Works was then to obtain? What an inglorious 
King do they render the Meffiab. if he has no Law by 
which he governs and will j ¢ge the World?
